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BENNINGTON’S CENTENNIAL, 


In the presence of a notable gathering of distin- 
guiebed men, including the President of the United 
States, the dedication ceremonies of the Bennington 
Battle Monument and the centennial of the admis 
sion of the Green Mountain State into the Union 
were celebrated at Bennington Aug. 19. There was 
an immense attendance and unbounded enthusiasm. 
in the provession were the cadets from West Point 
and Cushing’s Light Battery B, 4th U.S. Art., from 
Fort Adams, exciting much admiration by their 
military ap ce and precision of movement. 
And Fuller’s excellent Vermont Battery acquit- 
ted itself most creditably, as it was expected to do. 
Gen. Veazer, ex-commander-in-chief of the G. A. 
R., was president of the day, and the Hon. Edward 
J. Phelps was the orator. A banquet followed, at 
which the President, Secretary of War Proctor, 
Maj. Gen. O. O. Howard and other distinguished 
guests were hospitably entertained. 








NAVAL TALK IN JAPAN. 


Tue latest mails from Japan bring the news that 
six large and powerful Chinese men-of-warrecently 
visited Yokohama and made a marked impression 
on the Japanese. The Chinese squadron was com- 
posed mostly of warships built under contract in 
England. he whole force was under the command 
of Admiral Ting, who had for his flagship the Ting 
Tuen. Count Katsu of the Japanese Navy remarked 
inan interview that the visit of the Chinese fleet 
would bave the good effect of awakening the Japan- 
ese tothe fact that they could no longer ridicule 
thesea powers of the Chinese. 

When comparing the Chinese vessels with the 
Fuso, the strongest Japanese war sbip iu port, it was 
declared by naval officers that the Fuso was infer- 
ior to the weakest of the six Chinese vessels. 

ic is related that during tbe visit of the fleet a lot 
of Japanese and Chinese officers gathered on the 
poop o1 the Chinese flagsbip and found immeasur- 
able sport in cracking jokes at a little insignificant 
war sbip lying in port, flying the American flag. 
The craft, it is learned, was the Monocacy. Itis suid 
tbat Admiral Ting would hardly believe that the 
Monocacy belonged to the United States—‘a na- 
tion,” to use bis own words, “the richest in the 
world, and about to surpass even England in naval 
science.” 

‘Tbe Americans in Japan appear to have been very 
mucb cut up by the publication of the jokes on the 
Monocacy io the Japanese papers. One Japanese 
jourpa), in commenting upon the appearance of the 
Monocacy, says: 

*“ When we see the United States, occupying a po- 
sition among the nations of the world, with such an 
old man-of-war, the safety of that nation cannot be 
so much relied upon.” 

Asamatter of fact, the Monocacy is commonly 
referred to by American naval officers as an “old 
tub,” and her presence in Eastern countries is 
thought by many to be more burtful tou American 
interests than otherwise.—N. Y. Times. 








“DICK” MEADE AND THE DOLPHIN. 


THe New York Times has this truthful state- 
ment: “It will be remembered by the readers of 
the Times that under Secretary Whitney’s admiais- 
tration the despatch boat Dolphin was subjected to 
the same ordeal of heavy weather which is now out- 
lined for the Bennington. On the conclusion of that 
test. many conflicting rumors were circulated about 
the Dolphin, the majority being to the effect that 
the littie vessel was tutally unseaworthy. Naval 
officers af the time said little or nothing. They 
were not in a position to speak openly, but as to the 
performance of the Dolphin on that memorable oc- 
casion off Hatteras, those aboard outside of the offi- 
cial board members declare that the behavior of the 
craft could not have been surpassed. Capt. Richard 
Meade, now one of the senior captains in the Navy 
was in command at the time, and had been selected 
on the recommendation of an old commodore, who 
told him that *‘ Dick Meade would take the Dolphin 
wherever the Secretary would point the way.’ 
Meade plunged the Dolphin iato seas off Hatteras in 
a fashion little short ot reckless. The cruiser would 
drive into a great mountain wave, take large green 
seas aboard, and then come rising up out of it all, 
sbaking herself like aspaniel. and at the same time 
looking so scared, the sailors said, as not to know 
where to tbrow herself. ‘Dick’ Meade was satis- 
fied, and after be bad tumbled the Dolphin through 
seas that would bave sent any ordinary craft to the 
bottom, he beaded ber for Newport, and in a des- 
patch to the Navy Department he declared in terse 
and pointed language: ‘The Dolphin behaved 
splendidly. Could not bave done beiter,” or wordeg 
to that eff+ct. Naval officers bave since said that 
Secretary Whitney wired Captain Meade to report 
to the department in person, and on that gallant 
officer presenting bimself he was quietly informed 
that despatcbes of the nature of the Newport one 
were not desired just then by the department. 
Whatever bappened, it is now known that‘ Dick’ 
Meade fell into disfavor and remaived in disfavor 
all during the past administration. Later on the 
Dolphin made a cruise around the worid ana offi- 
cers who served in her say that a better sea vessel 
never flew the American flag. To-day the Dolphin 
is creuited with being one of the stanchest and 
finest vessels in the Navy, and the Atlanta, Boston 
e=d Chicago bave all stood storms and gales that 
b.ve compelled later built ships to‘ heave to.’ So 
far as the Navy is concerned, the political features 
of the John Roach controversy are disregarded. 
The ships themselves are considered, and iit the 
Bennington and her class prove as seaworthy as the 
Dol. hin, Navy officers will feel far easier on this 
score than they do at present.” 








THE report ofthe Navy-yard Civil Service Reform 
Board, which was in session bere during the past 
weck iooking into the organization of the Washing- 
ton Navy-yurd, speaks volumes for Commo.

Charge 2.—“Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of War. 

Specification 1. Under this charge that Lieut. Chat- 

field failed to turn into the U. 8, Treasury $50 unexpended 
public funds inte for Fa’ it, and expended the ‘same 
as a miscellaneous or slush fund at the post. 
2. That he failed to account for $18.48 drawn for Brooks. 
The court found the accused guilty of the 2d charge and 
specifications. The pleas on the charges and all the specifi- 
cations were “ not guilty.” 

Sentence.—To be reprimanded by the proper authority. 

Tne court bas erred in questioning the motives, and in al- 
lowing the testimony and character, of the principal witness 
for the prosecution to be improperly assailed; also in admit- 
ting incompetent and irrelevant matter as evidence. Sub- 
ject to these exceptions, the proceedings, findings and sen- 
tence are approved. 

Tbe recommendation to clemency of a majority of the 
court, although entitled to the most. respectful co 
tion, spanet be concurred in, as tne sentence is in itself very 
merciful. 

The case is a singular one and if gauged by the intention 
of the accused, as shown in evidence, the verdict of the 
court is just and right, but there is another and much more 
vital view of the matter. The Articles of War, framed in 
wisdom, banded down through years and corfirmed by ex- 
perience, are the very foun lation—the very soul—of Army 
government, and obedience to them the only guarantee of 
honorabie life in the rye 

The Regulations of the Army have been made in confor- 
mity with statutory law as far as competent judges could 
accomplish this end. 

In this case the accused officer has entirely disrerurded 
both Articlesof War and Regulations and set up his owo 
rule of action. What becomes of estimated costs, of fair 
disbursements and of appropriations by Congress if this 
officer's example is to be followed and to pass unqu ° 
or if the notion of any officer may turn money to any Gov- 
ernment work he pleases? : 

There 1s also an unpleasant feature in this officer's irreru- 
lar dealiog with hig money accounts, as shown in evidence, 
in that he did not report bis action to the commanding offi- 
cer of the post. 

The fact of trial, the verdict and sentence of the court 
with their publication are, in connection with the foregoing 
remarks, believed to be to this officer—who both in, and be- 
fore, the trial has candidly admitted the facts in issue—a 
proper reprimand and sufficient cause to induce him, as well 
as others, to guard with great care the purity of their official 
certificates.

to?” A member of the court objected to this question, * on 
the ground that it might tend to impeach the credibility of 
the witness.’ The court sustained the objection. As the 
question was quite harmless in itself, and as the object of 
all cross-examination is to impeach the witness, the ques- 
tion was one which the prisoner hid a perfect right to ask, 
and the decision of the court is as surprising as the objec- 
tion was ill-taken.”

THE new French torpedo dispatch boat, the Léger, 
was launched Wednesday week at L’Orient. 

Att of the new British war sbips recently com- 
pleted at the Chatham Dock-yard have been 
equipped with their armamentr, and are now 
awaiting orders for commissioning. 

Tue Naval Examining Board, with Commo. Wm. 
P. McCann as president, will coovene in Washiug- 
ton about Sept. 1. A noteworthy circumstance con- 
nected with the organization of tbe Board is that 
all the members from the president down were bora 
in Kentucky. 

THE British admiralty bas ordered that when un- 
der steam, stodkers are not to be worked in two 
watches except under urgeut circumstances. When 
they are necessarily soemployed itis only in cases 
of real emergency that watch and watcn is to be 
continued for more than 24 hours. 

SPANISH advices dated 10 days since report that in 
spite of tbe injury to one of her screws, caused by 
grounding in Toulon Harbor, the Chilean war ship 
Presidente Pinto had left that port for Geno and ar- 
rived out. Tne other Chilean warship, the Presi- 
dente Errazuriz, was on the same day off the coast 
of Spain. 

Tue Liverpool Journal of Commerce hears that 
the committee of the English Naval Exhibition have 
arranged with the promoters of the World's Fair at 
Chicago to transfer the model of the Victory to 
them after the close of the show at Chelsea, and 
that the price to be paid for it is about equal to its 
original cost. 

Loxvon Truth says: ‘The Italian Government 
bas decided to at once build three new ironclad 
battleships, each of which is to be of 12,800 tons dis- 
placement. Four new cruisers and 25 first-class tor- 

o boats are also to be laid down. The cost of 
these additions to the Italian Navy will be upward 
of £4,000,000, which seems a most extravagant our- 
lay, considering the miserably disorganized goad. 
tion of the finances of the country. 
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THE monitor Miantonomoh is not likely to join 
the Squadron of Evolution, owing to the delay in 
completing her and the difficulty of securing a 
crew. 

OrvDERs have been issued detaching the officers of 
the Ranger and placing that vessel out of commis- 
sion. Her officers will be consigned to the Indepen- 
dence temporarily. 

Or nine commenders in the British navy recentl 
promoted totbe grade of captain, few are muc 
over 41 years ofage. Thereare but four command- 
ers in the U. S. Navy who are under 50 years of age. 

A RETURN has been issued by the British admi- 
ralty showing the comparative strength of the Brit- 
ish naval squadrons abroad in June, 1886, and Juve, 
1891. Thetotal of all stations is as follows: 1886— 
Number of vessels, 96; tonnage, 205.842; complement, 
18.075. 1891—Number of vessels, 110; tonnage, 306,- 
988; complement. 23,358. 

REAR ADMIRAL BELKNAP, commanding the Asia- 
tic station, has reported to the Navy Vepartment, 
under date of July 20, giving an account of events 
in China up to that date. He reports all quiet at 
that time, with no rioting or violence against for- 
eigners since bis last report. He says affairs are in 
a very unsettled condition, and much uneasiness is 
felt as to the futare. 

FRANK LESLIe’s Illustrated Newspaper of August 
22 occupies the first page with illustrations of the 
New York naval reserve at Fisher’s Island. There 
are pictures of getting a Hotchkiss battery in posi- 
tior; marching past Admiral Walker: Commander 
Miller of tbe reserve presenting a flag to Captain 
Casey of the U.S. 8. Newark; New York naval re- 
serve on review; New York naval reserves landing 
on Fisher’s Island to participate in the sham battle 
of July 30th.

Lieut. Ripeery Hunt, CU. 8. N., in his article on 
“The Steamship Lines of the World”’ (the last of 
the interesting series on Ocean Steamsbips) in the 
September Scribner's, gives the following informa- 
tion about a trip around the world entirely by 
water. ‘‘The traveller from New York bas been 
gone from start to finisb, by the ocean higbways to 
Europe, India, China, San Francisco, South Ame- 
rica, and back to New York, pearly 200 days; bas 
steamed over about 40,000 miles of water, and has 
spent $4,000. He has learned that there are other 
lands and other peoples than his own worthy bis 
admiration and study. Let him take a year and 
$5,000 tor this rounding the world, and he will be 
better satisfied and better informed, and appreci- 
ate more tully that ‘going to sea clears a man’s 
head of much ponsense of his wigwam.’" 

Tue Naval Board Inspection and Survey was or- 
dered to report on buard the Bennington, Wednes- 
day morning, in New York Harbor, and conduct 
the forty-eight hour steam trial of that vessel pre- 
liminary to her final acceptasce. Upon the com- 
pletion of this trial the board is to go aboard the 
Concord and complete her final trial, which was in- 
terrupted by the bursting of her main steam pipe 
in Hampton Roads about two months ago. If both 
trials are satisfactory the vessels will be accepted, 
and the contractors, N. F. Palmer, Jr., and Co., wiil 
receive the 10 per cent. reserve that has been held 
back from their contract prices. The Bennington 
left New York on Thursday afternoon, but returned 
to port late in the evening and aochored in the 
lower bay. The orders to Comdr. Bradford are un- 
derstood to be not to subject the vessel to any “‘un- 
usual test.” 

Tue Army and Navy Gazette says: “‘ A novel fea- 
ture has been introduced into the programme at the 
Naval Exhibition in the shape of fleet manceuvres 
on the lake. The southeast side of tbe lake is sup- 
posed to represent a harbor protected by two forts, 
with a fleet of eight battleships with red flags co- 
operating. The enemy consists of eight ships flying 
blue flags. The operations commence by a single 
torpedo boat attacking upon the fleet anchored un- 
der the guns of the forts. The miserable little craft 
advances, and is promptly blown up by one of 
the defending vessels. Then the blue fleet ap- 

roaches the harbor and a battle ensues. The enemy 
s defeated, sustaining the loss ofa couple of vessels, 
supposed to be blown up. The little models are 
about 3 ft. long, and their movements are amusing; 
but to talk, as some of the papers do, about this 
business being an interesting war game is ridicul- 
ous.” 

Tue French squadron visiting England was to ar- 
rive at Cowes Aug. 19. If the prearranged pro- 
gramme was carried out, the following day Admiral 
Gervais dined at Osborne. On the 2lst the Queen 
reviewed the squadron, which then proceeded to 
Portsmouth, where a ball was given by the English 
naval officers. On the 22d the corporation enter- 
tained the seamen, and on the 24th the officers of the 
equadron. The Town Council bus voted over $25,000 
for the purpose of assisting the mayor to entertain 
the visitors, and the Admiralty, it is said, have pro- 
mised $10,000 to the Ear] of Clanwilliam for a similar 
purpose. Thereis also some id¢a of holding a review 
on Southsea common as in 1865, and, if it can be ar- 
ranged, the fleet will be illuminated on the night of 
the bal’. This visit, following so soon after that of 
the German Emperor, imposes quite a tax upon the 
officers of the Channel Squadron, who have been 
deprived of their usual leave after the winter 
cruise. As for the French, they bave just come from 
a scene of festivity in Russian and Danish waters.

FROM BERING SEA. 


Oue advices from Ounalaska are to Aug.1l. At 
that time the Mohican, Alert, Thetis, revenue cutter 
Corwin, og ship Al-kt, with its guard of marines, 
and H. M.8. Porpoise, Nymphe and Pheasant and 
stean: collier Costa Rica werein port. The war ves- 
sels, except the Porpoise, had returned from acruise 
about the Pribyloff, or Seal, Islands, for a confer- 
ence, and to get mails, supplies of coal, water, etc., 
preparatory to another outing. 

Over fifty whalers and sealers bad been warned 
and furnished with copies of the Presideut’s procia- 
mation of June 15, up to the above date, and three 
seizures made, one by the cutter Rush and two by 
the Corwin. 

Forty-one prisoners had been turned over to the 
marines, including mates, hunters and seamen. The 
captains and cooks are allowed to remain in their 
vessels, which are anchored within hail of the Al-ki. 

Each nation has now three men-of-war present, 
and the United States,in addition, three revenue 
cutters, and the force is sufficient for the work in 
haud. The best relations prevail among the English 
and American officers, and matters are going very 
smoothly. Comdrs. Burr and Turner and Lieut.- 
Comdr. Hadley, R. N., are unusually solid, sensible 
and companionable men. 

The Porpoise arrived on July 27 (in 11 days) from 
Yokobama (2,600 miles). She was engaged in arrest- 
ing the fanatical assailants of the missionaries at 
Hang-Kow when detached from the China station 
and ordered to Bering Sea. The situation was re 
sented to the Admiralty but reply was made that 








notwithstanding the ship must leave. She is a new 
ship of rather presentable exterior, in excellent 
order, and rated at 17 knots. She has nosail power, 
a heavy battery, and bas made 15 knots against a 
very strong headwind. Before the wind she rolls 
without conscience; not stopping short of 22 degrees 


each way. 
July 30,some sailors on liberty from the Alert 
found liquor. One, Richard Thompson, quarter 


gunner, an old and valuable man, while trying to 
descend a gangway leading from the deck of a coat 
barque to the wharf of the Alaska Commercial Co., 
fell and struck upon his head upon the wharf. He 
never spoke and died almost instantly. He was 
buried the following day. A thorough search of 
merchant ships and native barabaras (huts) revealed 
whiskey and “quoss,” a native iutoxicant, both 
contraband in their hands. 

The steamer Al-ki was ex to leave about 
Aug. 3, to carry two prizes to Sitka and turn them 
and her prisoners over to the U, 8. District Court 
there.

They have 
caught thousands. 








THE SENATE NAVAL COMMITTEE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THE members of the Senate Naval Committee 
have embarked on board the vessels of the White 
Squadron, and are now visiting the naval stations 
on the eastern coast, for ths purpose of informing 
themselves of the condition and requirements of the 
Navy. Nothing could be more opportune. Besides 
examining into the working of our pavy-yards, 
their sojourn on board of the new cruisers will 
afford them an opportunity of looking into the dis- 
cipline of the Navy. They will probably find on the 
home station two squadrons, each independent of 
the other, where, hitherto, one has been deemed 
sufficient. By due inquiry they will be enabled to 
judge of the effect upon the Service of bringing to- 
gether two distinguished commanders-io-chief, 
under circumstances which can scarcely be agree- 
able to either. They may find that the senior of 
these two officers is placed in the embarrassing, not 
to say humiliating, position of having his station 
invaded, his functions absorbed, and bis command 
overshadowed by his junior in rank. They may find 
a junior doing duty within the military precincts of 
his superior officer, and yet completely ignoring 
bim, contrary to the well-established rules of mili- 
tary precedence, and the comity of military life. 
The members of the committee will be enabied to 
judge how far the public good is to be subserved 
and the efficiency of the Naval Service promoted by 
such a policy. 

There is such a thing as military ethics. If the 
Senators find that the reported indignity to which 
the Rear Admiral of the North Atlantic Station bas 
been subjected, according to all accounts, is contra 
bones mores, a8 was recently said of the wanton kill- 
ingof the amphibians of Bering Sea, let the country 
be so informed and justice done to the one whose 
rights have been invaded.

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THE NORTH ATLANTIO SQUADRON. 


WHAT we said last week upon the subject of 
Naval Manceuvres gains added emphasis from this 
statement appearing in the London Army and 
Navy Gazette of August 8 : 


The recent naval manceuvres have, we regret to say, any- 
thing but justified their cost, and the opinion is now gen- 
eral that, it the results next year are not more valuable than 
they have been on the last two occasions, it cannot be long 
before the abolition of these expensive operations is serious- 
ly mooted. That the cause of failure this year is not very 
different from that which brought about the fiasco of 1890 is 
apparent from the letters of the Times’ correspondents who, 
greatly to the disgust of some of the authorities, accom pan- 
ied the squadrons, while the views expressed there!n are, 
we learn, shared by officers who seryvcd in the ships, Pro- 
fessionally speaking, the greatest amount of interest at- 
techbed to the Northern Fleet, uoder the command of Sir 
Michael Culme-Seymour, for it was in composition the 
finest and best equipped fleet that bas put to sea in modern 
times, and had been ~ ye organized to carry out a pro- 
gramme which would have materially enlightened naval 
men upon tactical provlems of the utmost importance. A 
very short time was allowed for the purpose of carrying 
out the marceuvres which would have given this result, 
but before one-half of the period had elapsed the original 
purpose was thrown to the winds, and the remainder of the 
cruise spent in exercises which might just as well have been 
performed by the ordinary squadrons of evolution. 


Our remarks upon the subject of the North At- 
lantic Squadron in the same connection have called 
forth the letter we give elsewhere signed ‘ Civ- 
ilian.” So far as our knowledge goes this writer 
expresses not only civil sentiment, as it in- 
dicated by articles in the New York Zimes and 
other daily papers, but naval sentiment also. If it 
is thought well to enlarge the functions of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, and to place it ander a 
different command, it is in the province of the Sec- 
retary to make the change. The attempt to main- 
tain two indepeudent commands within the same 
field, leads to irritation and endless criticism. It 
is contrary to well established military usage, and 
a violation of the etiquette of the Service for which 
no adequate explanation has yet been offered. The 
facts concerning the North Atlantic Squadron, as 
we understand them, are these. Having to choose 





between two able officers, Secretary Whitney gave 
the command of the North Atlantic to Rear Ad. 
miral Gherardi as the ranking officer, instead of to 
Commodore Walker. Desiring to make a change after 
the accession of Secretary Tracy, the Department 
offered other desirable commands to Admiral Gher. 
ardi, but he preferred toremain where he was. At 
last, so we are told on good authority, the President 
sent for the Admiral and offered him any change 
of command he preferred, but his conclusion was 
to remain where he was. It is entirely within 
the authority of the President to order him else- 
where, but for some reason this obvious and proper 
course has not been taken, and this officer has been 
subjected to the humiliation of seeing his province 
invaded by his junior, with whom his relations 
have been so strained that he has reported him for 
insubordination. If it was desired to give Acting 
Rear Admiral Walker a command afloat, why could 
he not have been ordered to relieve Admiral Ghe- 
rardi and had the new ships added to his squadron? 
This is the question that is asked us and which we 
cannot answer, not being in the secrets of the De- 
partment. As it is, we have the demoralizing spec- 
tacle of a rear admiral with two old ships, the 
Kearsarge and Enterprise, dodging about to keep 
him out of the way of a junior officer with a greatly 
superior command, who is preferred before him: 
Every military man understands what this means. 

We dwell upon this matter now because it is 
stated that the Secretary proposes to send the White 
Squadron up the Mississippi during the coming fall. 
This being so, why not send Admiral Gherardi with 
his two vessels to take command of the Mediter- 
ranean Station and give Commander Walker the 
command, as Acting Rear Admiral, of the North 
Atlantic Station, with his present vessels? He is 
an able officer, and his well-known diplomatic 
ability nay be made of service in the attempt to 
popularize the Navy, with a view to securing neces- 
sary appropriations. But surely some better way 
ean be found for securing the desired result than 
that of continuing what appears very like a policy 
of ** freezing out’ an officer who is in the way. 
The President and the Secretary of the Navy are 
both of them men who have enjoyed the experience 
of military life, and know what is due to proper 
professional pride. We are not undertaking to 
choose between the two officers, but we are satisfidd 
that the failure on the part of the President, whose 
office it is to do so, to exercise his prerogative is 
creating a scandal in the Service. 








THE latest move in the regimental recruiting line 
consists in the sending out of a detachment of sol- 
diers, with a recruiting officer in command, to visit 
rural districts. A double purpose is thus accomplish- 
ed: the soldiers are benefited by experience in march- 
ing and camping out, while the country boy is given 
a chance to see for himself what the soldier’s life is 
before enlisting. The new plan was inaugurated by 
Captain S. R. Jones, 4th Artillery, who has just 
made a report of his first tour through a part of 
Georgia. He left Fort McPherson July 22 and 
marched through eight counties, visiting the county 
seat of each. He returned to Fort McPherson Aug. 
16, having marched 176 miles, an average of 134 
miles per day. The result he reports as follows: ‘‘To 
the men the march was instructive. They learned 
to make and break camp and to take care of their 
health. Field discipline was maintained, and there 
was no sickness beyond a few blistered feet. * * 
The service was thoroughly advertised. The people 
had not seen a soldier since the war and were en- 
tirely ignorant of the life, duties, pay and privi- 
leges of a soldier. Seven recruits were enlisted and 
sent to Fort McPherson by rail, as we had neither 
rations or blankets sufficient with the party.” After 
five months’ experience with recruiting stations, 
Captain Jones says he is convinced that the proper 
way to get recruits is to send detachments in the 
country, but he recommends that in future longer 
stays be made at each village visited. 


THE time for the rendition of the annual reports 
of the Army is fast approaching, and the superior 
commanders are already getting their data into 
shape for compilation. The past year has been a 
comparatively quiet one although the troops have 
been by no means idle whether in field or in gar-

THE CANTEEN SYSTEM. 


THE result of the practical operation of the Army 
canteen system continues to be satisfactory in 
every respect, and particularly, as a number of 
post commanders officially certify, in reference to 
its salutary effect upon the discipline of the troops, 
The canteen is now a permanent feature of sixty 
odd forts, and in every instance none but the most 
favorable results have followed, as is fully exempli- 
fied by the semi-annual reports for the six montbs 
ending June 30th Jast, which are now in the hands 
of the Adjutant General. Even in the Prohibition 
States,"where it was feared it would be impossible 
to keep up the canteen without the privilege of sell 
ing light drinks, there are several in successful oper- 
ation, though with the beer privilege taken away 
the profits are necessarily small. Colonel Townsend, 
in his report of the operations of the canteen at 
Fort Riley, makes some pertinent remarks on this 
subject. He says: 

Although Kansas is nominally a Prohibition State, the 
Pi obibition law is openly set aut naught. In the town of 
Leavenworth, adjoining this post, there are several hun- 
dred saloons engaged in the selling of beer or liquor, and 
licenses to sell are granted with little or no question by the 
authorities, yet because the law is upon the Statute books 
and this post is within the limits of the Prohibition State, 
the post canteen is not allowed to sell beer or any other in- 
toxicating drink. The consequence is that after the men 
are paid off they resort to the town and there spend their 
money in the saloons, returning to the post, many of them, 
badly under the influence of liquor. Absence from duty 
and summary courts follow, with fines and imprisonment in 
the guard-house, even if there be no worse results. Discip- 
line is much injured, and in my opinion will never be better 


while such a state ot affairs exists. 
The conduct of the canteen has been eminently satisfac- 


tory to me. 

In response to a recent circular from the Adju- 
tant General's Office, asking the councils of the va- 
rious canteens to consider the advisability of em- 
ploying retired or discharged soldiers as attendants 
at the canteens, only about a half dozen have ap. 
proved the proposition. 

The regulations for the government of canteens 
have stood the test remarkably well, as is shown by 
the few changes made since their issue. The Adju- 
tant General’s Office was called upon for decisions 
ina number of cases, but thisis always to be ex- 
pected in any new and important project. For the 
convenience of those concerned the A. G. O. is Dow 
printing a pamphlet containing all the canteen 
regulations with decisions thereon up to date. 

Col. Arnold epeaks thus enthusiastically of the 
canteen at Fort Custer, Montana: 

The financial operations of the canteen have been very 
satisfactory, giving large returns to each organization com- 
posing it at the least expense. It enubles the soidier to live 
almost sumptuously, giving him a great and plenteous va- 
riety of food. The effect upon the welfare and discipline of 
the command has been excellent. In fact there bas been no 
bad intraction of the regulations since the post tradersbip 
here has been abolished and the canteen established. Drunk- 
enness and the offences incident to it, for which vine-tenths 
of the men were tried, has entirely disappeared. As an in- 
teresting comparison the records of this post show that the 
vumber of men confined and cases tried by Courts-mertial 
has decreased more than one-balf since the post trader 
reigned. 

Our English contemporary, the Army and Navy 
Gazette, says apropos to this: “It is surprising what 
a well managed canteen will doto check crime in 
regiments. A commanding officer, in a letter before 
us, tells of his experience. ‘I was determined,’ he 
says, ‘to puta stop to the crime which 1 found a 
feature of my battalion when I came home from 
abroad to take command. Acting on the advice of 
a good sergeant major I did everything I‘ could to 
provide a well ordered canteen, clean and comfort- 
able reading rooms, games and field sports for the 
men, and above all a wellserved bar, where my men 
could rely upon getting an A 1 glass of beer. I told 
my officers what my ideas were, and they supported 
me. Instead of rushing off to town whenever they 
got a chance, they stayed in quarters with their 
meu. The effect of our system was most marked . 
from being one of the worst disciplined battalions 
in the Army, 1 soon found myself in command of 
one of the best. But l oweit to my officers that I 
was enabled to carry out the change. It is not 
enough that officers should command men on 
parade; they should identify themselves with them 
off—judiciously, of course. If they do that, more 
will be done to reduce crime than any number of 
Courts-martial. But there is one thing that is es- 
sential to good discipline—a well managed canteen, 
where the soldier knows that he gets his money's 


worth for his money.’”’

THE name of the United Service Club of Washing- 
ton has been changed to the Army and Navy Club. 
This change was authorized at a meeting of the club 
held on Monday last for the purpose of considering 
anumber of modifications to the by-laws before 
taking up quarters in the handsome new club house, 
which |s nearjng completion. Among other changes 
decided upon was the adoption of a provision mak- 
ing the Assistant Secretary of War and Assistant 
Secretary of Navy eligible for membership, and 
electing the Vice-President as an honorary member 
of the club. It has also been decided to admit mili- 
tary and naval attaches residing“in Washington to 
temporary membership. The non-resident members 
are divided into two classes—non-resident and ab- 
sent, half dues only being exacted from the former. 
The entrance fee on and after Jan. 1 nextis in- 
creased to $50,and the annual dues to $0. Gen. 
Vincent presided at the last meeting, in the absence 
of Gen. Schofield. 








THE military posts of the country are now distri- 
buted as follows: Department of the Kast—25 gar- 
risoned posts, and 37 ungarrisoned posts in charge 
of ordnance sergeants. Department of Dakota—l4 
garrisoned posts. Department of the Missouri—12 
garrisoned posts. Department of Arizona—l? gar- 
risoned posts. Department of Texas—10 garrisoned 
posts and 1 ungarrisoned. Department of the 
Platte—-10 garrisoned posts. Department of the 
Columbia—8 garrisoned posts and 1 ungarrisoned. 
Department of California—7 garrisoned posts. Of 
the 381 troops, batteries and companies of the line 
of the Army 70 are stationed in the Department of 
the East, 68 in the Department of the Platte, 62 in 
the Department of Dakota, 62 in the Department of 
the Missouri, 42 in the Department of Arizona, 29 in 
the Department of Texas, 27 in the Department of 
the Columbia, and 21 in the Department of Cali- 
fornia.

Still, 
there is no doubt that the situation is serious, and 
requires the strengthening of our forces in those 
waters. The assembling of the students at Nankin 
on Sept. 3, may develop trouble that will be beyond 
the control of the home authorities, in which event 
there may be occasion to regret that we had not 
more vessels on the China Coast. The Charleston 
left San Francisco, Aug. 19, for Yokohama. It is 
expected that the Marionani Alert will meet her 
there not later than Sept.3. The former will not 
stop at Honolulu as originally intended. The Pen- 
sacola will be sent there instead. She will probably 
sail from San Franciseo this week for that port. 
The importance of haviug a vessel there at all times 
may result in the Pensacola being kept there per- 
manently. Her cruising days are practically ended, 
but anchored in the barbor of Honolulu she would 
be serviceable for that station for a number of 
years yet. 








VACANCIES in the position of ordnance sergeant 
have been unusually plentiful during the present 
year in consequence of retirements. There have 
been no less than seventeen appointments this year 
and if all those who are eligibieshould apply for re- 
tirement, nearly a dozen more vacancies will be 
created between nowand Jan.1. There is no danger 
of anyjof these positions going begging, for the 
hundred or more applications already on file are 
being added to da!ly. Several of the new applicants 
are likely to receive appointments, too, as they have 
the necessary length of service to place them very 
close to the top of the list of applicants. Quitea 
large portion of the candidates are credited with 
nineteen years’ non-commissioned service and a few 
bave reached as much as thirty. The candidate at 
the top of the list bas twenty-one years to his credit 
and, if euccessful in bis examivatiop, will receive 
the next appointment.

We have nowa revenue sword, but that is to be 
done away with and a Navy sword substituted at 
an sdditional expense of $15, and $10 extra for a 
dress belt to be worn on Sunday. The younger ele- 
ment of theservice that bave no experience to speak 
of can afford it, but the older officers with families 
are not in a position to do so, and then they wonder 
why they leave their families without anything.

He was graduated from the Military 
Academy in 1872 ard was assigned to the 17th In- 
fantry. About one year ago he was detailed in- 
structor of tactics at the University of Ohio, at Co- 
lumbus. Failing health compelled him to resign 
tbat position last spring, and, securing a six months’ 
sick leave, he went to Somerset, Pa., and was a guest 
at the home of his sister, Mra. Ff. J. Kooser. Lieut, 
Ogle was married about 12 years ago to Miss Zoe 
Godfrey, daughter of a prominent physician of Ot- 
tawa, Ohio, and sister of Capt. E. S. Godfrey, U. s. 
Army, who with two children, Leslie, a girl of nine, 
and A. J. Ogle, Jr., a boy of seven years, survive 
bim. The funeral took place at Somerset Aug. Il, 
The pall bearers were members of Somerset Masonic 
Lodge, Lieut. Ogle being a member of Shiloh Lodge, 
No. 105, Fargo, North Dakota. The Herald says: 
“ At the cemetery the beautiful G. A. R. ceremony 
for the dead was recited by Comdr. A. C. Davis and 
aides, the burial volleys were fired, taps—" lights 
out”—was sounded, when the saddened funeral 
party turned weeping from the open grave. Lieut. 
Ogle’s career in the Army was honorable io every 
particular. He was devoted to the Service. Ex- 
tremely popular, wherever be was known he was 
beld in the strongest affection by the officers and 
men of his regiment and the Army.”’ 

MepicaL Director THomAS LUDINGTON SMITH, 
U. S. N., retired, died Aug. 13, at his residence in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., the day of his death being the 91st 
anniversary of the day of hia birth. Dr. Smith was 
born Aug. 13, 1860, in Orange, N. J., where his father, 
Jonas Smith, was a well-to-do farmer. His mother 
was a daugbter of Col. Thomas Ward, a well-known 
Revolutionary character. In March, 1828, be ob- 
tained a commission as surgeon’s mate in the Navy, 
signed by President John Quincy Adams. In the 
previous year he had been appointed surgeon of the 
82d Regiment, New York State, by Gov. De Witt 
Clinton. He did very little work in that capacity, 
bowever, and in 1830 went on the frigate Hudson tu 
Brazil, and in the following year was assigned to the 
receiving ship Franklin, where he remained for 
tbree years. In that time the Asiatic cholera visited 
this country for the first time and Dr. Smith dwelt 
in the midst of it for three months. ln 1837 President 
Jackson appointed him surgeon, and in 1838 he went 
on the Macedonian to the West Indies, aud in 1842 
on the Congress to the Mediterranean. In 1845 and 
1846 be was on the Pennsylvania, and iv 1847, 1848 
and 1849 in the navy- yard in Brooklyn. The following 
year he went te China on the Saratoga, and in 1854 
was Fleet Surgeon of Commodore Perry's Japan 
expedition. From 1854 to 1858 he was at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard, and in 1859 he served on the 
Constellation with the Afrivan squadron. He re- 
turned home in 1861 and bad charge of the Naval 
Hospital at the Brooklyn yard during the four years 
of the war. He was on leave for some time after 
that, and in 1871 was promoted Medica! Director. lo 
the same year he was retired. After that time Dr. 
Smith lived very quietly in his Brooklyn home, 
which 1s filled with tropbies collected frorm all parts 
of the world in his travels. In 1833 he was married 
to Francis B. Lathrop, who died in 1842. Four years 
later he wedded Harriet Bacon, who survives bim. 
Onedaugbter, Eleanor, died in 1877. Dr. Smith was 
an old communicant of Grace Church on the 
Heights, and was deeply interested in charitable 
work. He bad been an invalid for some time, suffer- 
ing from heart trouble and bronchitis. Tne funeral 
took place on Monday.

A despatch dated Pitteburg, Pa., Aug. 17, says: 
“Thomas Harrinaton, of this city, bas discovered a 
pew wetal through his experiments with nickel- 
steel. The chief characteristics of the metal are 
that it obtains a very high tensile strength, is inde- 
structible by corrosion, being impervious to acids, 
and that it can be wrought into spikes, nails, etc., 
while either hot or cold. The attention of the Gov- 
ernment being drawn to this metal, Comdr. W. M. 
Folger, of the Bureau of Ordnance, instructed 
Lieut. Cowles, the naval inspector at Homestead, to 
inquire into the matter. Hedid so and has made an 
exbaustive report to the bureau on the subject.” 





The N. Y. Times says: The belief is freely ex- 
pressed among leading authorities on smal! arms 
tbat the Lee magazine gun will be the one finall 
adopted by the U. S. Government. So far, the Small 
Arm Board, in session at Governor's Island, has 
given the best part of its attention to the Krag-Jor- 
gepsen, Manlicher, Schmidt, and a small-calibre 
Springfiela. The next gun to be tested will bea 
.303 calibre Lee. Two guns will be submitted of the 
Lee pattern, each differing slightly from the other 
in make; the difference is in detail only. One thing 
seems yr certain to military experts—tbat what- 
ever typeof gup the Smal! Arm Board recommends, 
it is bound to embrace the Lee principle of a central 
magazine coupled with the bolt system of mechan- 
ism. The Lee system, in this particular, has been 
adopted, not only in the Manlicher, but in nearly 
every arm in Europe. 


The N. Y. Times says: *“* The Russiapv Czar has of- 
ficia'ly decided on the new rifle to be adopted by 
the Russian army. The arm will differ from the 
French rifle in calibre by .01 part of an inch. This 
information was received recently by cable by the 
Government authorities in Washington. The fact 
was simultaneously cabled to Lord Salisbury and 
the French Minister of War from Russia. This de- 
cision of the Czar, it is declared by Government of- 
ficials, is of more importance, politically, than any 
number of bombastic s bes. [t means that what- 
ever alliance is now formed between Russia and 
France will be tempered by the knowledge that the 
Czar does not wholly trust the latter country.” 
Gen. Ischagin bas arrived in Paris to treat for the 
purebase of 500,000 new rifles. of the model just 
adopted. in passing through Berlin, as the France 
Militaire reports, the General remarked that the 
armament of the Russian troops would be com- 

leted in the course of two years, and he added that 
it was useless for any German house to hope to par- 
ticipate in the manufacture of the rifle. 








Probably the most valuable adaptation of Prof. 
Thompson's invention for electrically welding two 
pieces of metal, thus making them one solid homo- 
geneous piece, was conceived by Lieut. W. M. Wood, 
U.S. N. This was the application of the welding 
process to manufacture of projectiles of all kinds, 
Upon this idea he worked out pians for sup y ne. 
cheapening and bettering every kind of projectile 
used in the Service at the present time. A company, 
cow posed of some of the strongest business men in 
Massachusetts, bas been formed, to which have been 
assigned the Wood Patents. This conenay. bas 
erected atlarge, carefully planned factory at Lynn, 
equipped it with the best machinery obtainable, and 
has a force of men already at work upon Govern- 
ment contracts. Naturally, a iarge amount of 
special machinery had to be built to do the peculiar 
work necessary, and this is now, with one or two 
exceptions, op the ground and in operation. 

Shells of all calibres below 6” will be manufac- 
tured, and it is only a question of a large enough 
machine before any calibre, above 6", will be turned 
out. A common sbell, constructed of wrought iron 
or a low grade steel, is made as cheap as the vast- 
iron ones used at present, and, as can readily be 
seen, is infinitely superior. The body of the shell is 
formed of a section of tubing, the base being adrop- 
forged cup welded on, as well as the head or poinr, 
by the Thompsvn process. The head can be made of 
iron or steel, as may be desired. With a steel head, 
a shell is obtained that will pierce any light armor 
with astonishing ease. Tests show that the pene- 
trative effects of this steel-headed common shell 
will permit its being used in a good many cases 
where an expensive armor-piercing shell is now re- 
quired. Another point is the absolute concentricity 
obtained, the welders being so constructed that the 
different parts must come absolutely in line. Those 
knowing the trouble experienced in getting the 
chamber of the cast-iron shell concentric will ap- 
preciate this. Shrapnel shells are being made for 
the Army which have been acknowledged to be the 
most satisfactory ever constructed. They are made 
of a forged steel base, welded to a seamless tube 
body and a cast-steel head welded to this. They are 
loaded with 150 bullets held rigidly in place with a 
matrix of plaster of Paris. Some of these shrapne) 
have been fired against a screen target and the re- 
sults have shown that fired in front of a body of 
men they wouid be the most deadly missiles imagin- 
able. Eventually the cast-steel heads will be super- 
seded by forged steel ones and a perfect shrapnel 
sbell will be theresult. Armor-piercing recess, 
made by a process invented by Lieut. Wood, and 
fired at Annapolis, have given most encouraging re- 
sults. They are forged io a peculiar way by dies of 
a novel construction, and electrically welded and 
bardened by a process kuown only to the company. 
The sbelis at present produced are of 4-inch calibre, 
with walls 11-16 of an inch thick. The tubing, which 
weighs about 25 pounds to the foot, is furnished by 

the Kellogg Seamless Tube Co,, of Findlay, Ohio 
which has present facilities for the production of 
tubes up to five inches diameter, By this process

fo bringing out these shells many special dies and 
macbines have been designed. Among the latter is 
a hydraulic banding machine for setting on rota- 
ting bands. This machine will set a band on the 
shell in such a way that the copper almost seems to 
be a part of the shell, it being removable only with 
the greatest difficulty, while not enough strain is 
brought upon the y of the projectile to do the 
slightest harm. Itis well known that most of the 
bydraulic banding machines 1n use at the present 
time often crack or otherwise injure the shell while 
the band is being set in place. 

Avotber line of manufacture to be conducted by 
the company is fuze making. An ingenious and 
simple time fuze has been invented by Lieut. Wood, 
which bids fair to takea prominent place among 
the well known fuzes of its kind, This will apply to 
tbe Shrapnel shell. 

Tests are soon to be made forthe Navy with a 
Shrapne! to be fired frum the 6 pdr. Hotchkiss rapid 
firing rifles.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The war with the Seminole Indians, which occur- 
red more than half a century ago, and which is now 
almost forgotten, was marked by many tragical in- 
cidents well worthy of historical record. Among 
these a prouwinent example was the murder of Dr. 
Perine and the almost miraculous escape of his 
family, the memory of which has been preserved 
only by tradition. Harriet Pinckney Huse bas 
lately committed this “Untold Story of the Florida 
War” to writing, and it will be published for the 
first time in Harper's Magazine for September. 

Mr. de Blowitz will contribute a striking article 
to the September number of Harper's Magazine on 
“Germany, France, and General European Poli- 
tics.” In this paper he proposes to forecast and 
trace the future politics of Europe until, as he says, 
“the new cataclysm, which is bound to happen, and 
which will again change its face, according to the 
issue of the combats which will then be fought out.

It is because the pages | aw writing 
contain truths which people could not or dare not 
yet utter tbat I feel bold enough to write them, 
being convinced that even if I am contradicted, | 
shall bave brought to light some thiugs which it is 
well should be known, and others for which it is 
well people should be prepared.”

How much longer can we de- 
pend upon securing specimens of the walrus, mana- 
tee, fur seal, prong-horn antelope, elk, moose, 
mountain sheep aud mountain goat? Even the 
ducks are becoming scarce along the Atlantic coast, 
and the gulls, terns, neroos, egrets, ibises and spoon- 
bills are disappearing from their natural habitat to

fashion. The American bison, the California ele- 
phant seal, the West Indian seal and Labrador 
duck, where are they? The auk is coming tu be re- 
membered only as the title of an ornithological 
periodical, poe and destruction are tten 
upon field and forest.

toward collecting and preserving, this volume 
sa valuable aid. [t describes the worker and his 
work and bis outfit, and gives some hints on bunt- 
ing. It shows bow to select and study fresh speci- 
mens; how to treat mammals, birds, and their nests 
and eggs, reptiles, fishes and marine invertebrates, 
and has full directions as to applying the secrets of 
taxidermy to ng and mounting them. There 
is a chapter on making casts, another on the collec- 
tion of skeletons and a third on the collection and 
preservation of insects.

= not the least interesting part of this valuable 
volume. 


DESERTERS FROM THE ARMY. 


Out of the thousands of commissioned officers of 
the Army who have served during the past 21 years 
there have been only 21 deserters. 

The last desertion was that of Ist Lieut. Benjamin 
Samuel Wever, of thelist [nfantry. His elopement 
with a woman from his post on the Pacific Coast was 
reported in the press despatches a few days ago. 
Says the New York Sun: 

“This was not his first offence. He was Court- 
martialled in 1887 for ‘ conduct unbecow ing an offi- 
cer and a gentleman.’ The chargeand specifications 
against him were serious, and the sentence dismissal 
from the Army. 

“As the simple act of resignation is enouch to take 
an officer out of the Army, itis both reckless aod 
reprehensible for him to desert. Of the 21 deserters 
in 21 years, itisa ootable fact that only two were 
graduates of West Point, one of these being Lieut. 
Wever and the other a young man from the South, 
who defaulted in 1883. 

“« #. B, Heilman, clerk in the Adjutant-General's 
Office, and compiler of the excellent ‘ Historical 
Register of the United States Army,’ recently re- 
ceived a letter from the distressed father of the de- 
faulting officer, making inquiries as to his where- 
abouts, No ioformation could be given. As the 
offence was committed ata distant Texas post, it is 
sepoees that the young man made his way into 

exico. 

“Twelve of the 21 deserters served on the Union 
side in the Civil War, and all were promoted for 
gallant or meritorious service. One of the most pe- 
culiar of the cases was that of one of these volun- 
teer lieutenants who served creditably in the war. 
He was at his post bolding an honorable position, 
socially as well as officially, when suddenly he die- 
appeared and nothing was heard of him for a lop 
time. In tbe meantime no reason could be foun 
for his disappearance. 

“ Finally it was learned that he was at Mauritiue, 
off the coast of Africa. He had left in a dazed con- 
dition, and embarked on a whaling vessel bound for 
ths southern Pacific. The poor fellow was de- 
mented, although he is said to huve madea pretty 
good cook op the whaler. Gen. Sherman restored 
him, but he soon resigned and became aclerk ia the 
be Department at Washington, He diei soon 
after. 

“ The statute on desertion saya that an officer ab- 
sent from his post three months without leave shall 
be dropped as having deserted. Sometimes it has 
happened that some casualty has taken the sup- 
posed deserter out of the sight of his fellow-men, 
through uo fault of his. This is believed by his 
friends to have been the fate of Lieut. Wm. McC. 
Netterville, who was dropped on June 2, 1876. He 
was stationed at Vancouver, and is believed to have 
been drowned. 

“One of the deserters was chief clerk at the Army 
Headquarters and is now manager of a New York 
theatre. He was involved ia debt, and he concluded 
to quit the Army without ceremony. 

* Another, a son of a clergyman, obtained mone 
under false pretences in many ways, aod left sud- 
denly. Several were gamblers, and fled from dis- 
cipline; two quit the Army because they were tired 
of the Service and were inaifferent to the manner of 
severing their connection with it. Oae poor fellow 
fled out of sight and hearing to escape a rasping 
domestic infelicity. One cool warrior cashed his 
pay accounts several times over and went to Eag- 
land, whence he forwarded his resienation after his 
name had been dropped from the Army list, 

“A stra case was that of a lieutenant who 
died in Washington a few years ago. He had served 
with distinction while a youth during the war, and 

ad a good record after the war untii 1876, when he 
was dropped for absence from his post unaccounted 
for. He gave no explanation whatever of his course, 
dying witbout saying a word on the subject. 

“The deserters not enumerated forfeited honor- 
able connection with the Service either because of 
* pure cussedness’ or because they were black sh 
They might have betrayed any trust. The record, 
on the whele, is very creditable to the Army. Army 
officers strongly object to any discussion of the sub- 
ject, and make every efforts to conceal from the 
public all the facts connected with the cases of de- 
sertion. The facts iu the Wever case were sup 
for a long time, and were made public finally uader 
a strong protest from Army men. 

“ But as cities compare their mortality lists, one 
boasting that it has fewer deaths per 1,000 than 
Other urban communities, so the United States 
Army will make a creditable comparison in the 
o— of desertions with any other country in the 
world. 

“And, after all, deserters do not always end 
badly. lt is known in the War Department bya few 
who bave served there a long time that there were 
four Generals in the Union Army during the war 
who had deserted from the Army before 1860. One 
of these wasa major-general. ere is, moreover, 
a remarkable case of a private who deserted during 
the war and who became afterwards the Governor 
of a State.”

NEW YORK’S TROOPS. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17. 


Tue War Department has received the report of Lt. Col- 
R. Ludor, U. 8. A., who made an inspection of the annual 
encampment of the National Guard of the State of New 
York, held at Peekskill from June 13 to Aug. 1. 

The total strength of the militia is 6,282 enlisted men and 
SAL officers, of which there were present at the encampment 
4,780 men and 309 officers. Col. Loder says he took great 
pains to mingle with tbe officers of all grades and ascertain 
generally their knowledge and capacity for their duties, 
whether they were zealous in performing them and capable 
of leading and instilling proper enthusiasm and discipline 
among their men. In regard to this matter he says: “I am 
free tosay that generally their willingness ;embraced ail the 
points mentioned, They were thoroughly zealous, as a 
rule, in their endeavors to carry out all orders issued for the 
National Guard, which orders will be noticed as being vo- 
luminous and aiswering almost all requirements of wmili- 
tary life. Of course it must be understood that there were 
incapable officers, but they are well known by those in au- 
thority and will ia time be removed.” 

Continuing, Col. Lodor said he did not think the guard 
duty, as a rule,as well performed as on his previous tour. 
He certainly saw more individual cases of gross careless- 
ness and lack of instruction. He says: “ In many cases I 
made inquiries and found that failure was due tothe want 
of prelimioary instructions required, and the answer inva- 
riably was, ‘We want to do our duty thoroughly.’ [t seemed 
to me that not as much energy was displayed by the instruc- 
uion of the guard; I mean simply with reference to the du- 
ties on post. In a uumber of cases the officers and non-com- 
missioned officers of the guard worked bard, and I could 
plainly see the increase of vigilance and manner. The 22d 
made the greatest improvement in sentry duty. The cere- 
mony of guard mounting in nearly ali the regiments and 
battalions was admirable throughout,and in someof the 
regiments it was done with a dispatch and ease that arise 
only from knowledge. Parades and all marching duties 
were admirable, and in some cases imposing. The time has 
been well employed, the camp has well fulfilled its object, 
and the Stateof New York has had full interest on the 
money invested.” 

Col. Lodor says be would cal) attention toa few points 
which be mentions, as follows: 

1. That the instruction of officers and non-commissioned 
officers is not thorough enough. 

2. That the non commissioved officers are not settinga 
g000 example as to neatness, nor are they forcible enough 
with the men. 

3. That orders are not obeyed in regard to having men 
thoroughly drilled in the school of the soldier before being 
on duty with the company. “I saw,” the Colonel says, 
“cases of men coming to present arms with their feet, arms 
aud bands in ony position they fancied.” 

4. That the moment the commands got their aoses outside 
the company street, where all persons could have a full 
view, everything was braced up, but in formations of all 
kinds under the non-commissioned officers at the assembly 
the fun begins. “Tbis is the one great fault. It was par- 
tially remedied in the 12th, and very much soin the 22d; in 
that regiment I beard for the first time tbe first sergeant 
calling the roll almost immediately after the last sound of 
the assembly, nor did the men fall in at first call.” 

Col. Lodor says: “ I stated in a previous report that New 
York baa reason to Le prcud of its National Guard, and I 
will also add that they will find the increase of discipline in 
the last few years so great that in cuseany regiment is called 
out their duties will be performed in a soldierly manner, so 
that they can be relied on to the amount of their full 
strength in case of any kind of demonstration.” 

Col. Lodor says during his stay in camp he was not re- 
quested to suggest any problems in minor tactics. It was 
evident, be says, from the examination of the annual re- 
ports of the Adjutant-General of the State, that it was not 
the intention to have such problems under the present camp 
system, but he did try with both readiness and reserve to be 
as useful as possible within the professional lines. By tbe 
examination of the annual reports of tbe Adjutant-General 
of the State of New York and those of his predecessors at 
the State camps, as well asof his (Lodor’s) two preceding 
reports, it will be seep, be says, that there must of necessity 
be great similarity bet ween them, arising from the fact that 
it is from year to year the same camp in nearly everv detail. 
A careful examination of the reports from 1882 will show a 
progress 80 great as to make many of the regiments entirely 
different in their military discipline. 

The idea evidently contemplated in the New York method, 
Col. Lodor says, embraced the armory, the camp and the 
field. The camp contemplated practical field exercises and 
manceuvres by regiments and parts of regiments for tbe 
benefit of all the officers and men, not by brigades, when 
the time of a large number of men is taken up with little 
advantage, except for a few ranking officers. Finally, how- 
ever, he says those troops that have sufticiently profited by 
their opportunities in camp will be qualified for brigade 
work or expeditions undertaken from time to time in vari- 
ous parts of the State for operations in minor tactics, etc. 

Col. Lodor refers to the great progress made by the State 
inspection of officers. Their reports from each regiment 
and separate company, be says, at first crude and incom- 
plete, have now reached a high degree ot excellence. Par- 
ticular attention is called to that of 1890 by Gen. Thomas H. 
Barber. Ove remark in that report, commending the be- 
havior ot the men in the camp of 1890, Col. Lodor says, 
agrees exactly with bis observations concerning them. 

He also calls attention to inclosed reports of Colonel Mc 
Grath, Assistant Inspector General, one of which gives the 
details of a company’s inspection up to the standard, in 
which everything was found nearly perfect, and another 
showing a company nearly up to the standard. 1. Lodor 
then says that, asthe Inspector is a thoroughly conscien- 
tious man, the report shows plainly that all the men of a 
eompany or regiment must give attention to all de- 
tails or the command be rated below the standard. 

The second regiment in camp, Col. or says, was the 7th 
New York, commanded for the first time in camp after 25 
years by a new colonel, who has beild that position for about 
a year. Itiswell known, be says, how great was the effi- 
ciency ot the regiment under Colonel (now Genera)) Clark, 
but under Col. Appleton new life, new spring and new vim 
bave been brought into play, ana the work of the regiment 
in camp from beginning to ead, with some exceptions, was 
as nearly perfect as could be. 

As Col. Appleton could not at_ once jump from the per- 
formance of the duties of the office ot « captain to the thor- 
ough and full performance of those of a colonel, itis not 
remarkable, Col. Lodor oe, that some things were over- 
looked, but, taken allin ail, the length of time many of the 
officers and men have been in the service, the great esprit 
du regiment makes them the finest body of troops he has 
ever seen. 

Col. Appleton devoted himself personally to all the duties 
aud details ot his regiment during the camp, by which he 
gained tbe confidence and respect of bis men, 

Afterward came the 22d and 23d an gee whose duties 
were well and thorougbly pertormwed, with certain excep- 
tionvs, which exceptions apply also to the Seventh. T 
other regiments and separate companies, Col. Lodor sa 
also did their work well. One regiment, the Twelfth, will 
have to be watched, for if Col. Dowd keeps on improving it 
at tbe present rate it will give a close call for a 
very bigh position. 

With reference to the staff department it is only neces- 
sary, says Col. Lodor, for bim to refer to bis report of 189 
on the same cawp. The same officers performed the same 
duties in a similar admirabie and zealous manner; “but."’ he 
seys, “as [ have previously statea, they bave done so from 
the inception of the camp, and it is owing to their untiring 
vigilance and care that the character of camp life, instruc- 
tion and discipline in the commands, etc., have so greatly 
inoreased.”” 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


THe War Department has received the report of Capt. 
James Chester, 3d Art., who inspected the encampment of 
tbe State miltia (ist Brigade) at Devon, Chester County, 
Pa., from July 18 to 25 last. 

“Phe Ist Brigade,” the report says, “ is composed princip- 
men under 30 years of age, the majority being 
uoder y are bright. intelligent, and enthusiastic ; 
they lack the snap and military bearing of Regular troops, 
but they look exactly like the men who won our hardest- 
tought battles for us. Considering their opportunities, they 
do remarkably well, and the State has every reason to be 
proud of them. 

“As a body, the officers of the guard,” the report says, 
“would take bigh rank for efficiency in any army. What 
they lack in the technicalities of the profession they more 
thar make up in practical good sense and knowledge of 
human pature. They are enthusiastic soldiers, eager to 
fearn and wholly unconscious of their own merits. 
State or nation that commands such defenders bas nothing 


to fear. 

“No doubt the National Guard of Pennsylvania, as it ex- 
ists to-day, is the child of the riots of 1877. bserving men 
must have seen at that time that unorganized militia were 
worthless in emergencies. And even organization which 
proceeds no further than companies, or even regiments, is 
worthless in a great emergency. It is the higher organiza- 
tion that makes numbers effective. Men learn many things 
upconsciously, by absorptiun, as it were, in a large military 
camp. Anyone that witnessed the arrival of the Ist Brigade 
at its camp in the midst of a drenching rain, and noticed the 
matter of-fact way in which the men took their places and 
provided for their necessities, would hardly need to be told 
that those men, or many of them, had been there before. 

“This is the first time a brigade encampment was ever 
beld at Devon. But the men had been in camp at other 
places and knew ai! about camp life. Besides these annual 
encampments, Pennsylvania has organized effective militia 
schools, and has thus placed her military force far in ad- 
vance ot that of her sister States.” 

In regard to uniforms the report says: “* Here also Penn- 
sylvapia basshown wisdom. The plain and serviceable un- 
dress uniform of the Regular Army is the service uniform 
of the Pennsylvania troops. But there is a blot on the uni- 
form which we cannot oveciouk. It has become tbe fashion 
for officers to wear the full dress belt with the undress coat. 
This is wrong ard should be discontinued. 

“As regards this we do not look for the discipline of the 
Regular Army in the National Guard. The band which 
bolds the National Guard together would bardly stand this 
strain. There is no discipline in the National Guard, but it 
rome on ag solid a foundation as the Regular Army, of its 

nd. 

“ There must be something radically wrong with military 
salutes. Men who habitually salute their friends and 
acquaintances with easy execution, frequently make a bad 
botch of the military salute, and this peculiarity is not con- 
fined to the National Guard. have seen itin the Regular 
Army. Can it be the fault of the salute? Certainly there 
are Many men in this brigade who cannot execute the sal- 
ute, and they seem to know it and instinctively avoid exhib- 
iting themselves as failures as much as possible. The regular 
salute for the soldiers 1s an ungainly rtormance even 
when well executed. Can it be improved?” Ia regard to 
drilling, the report says. the tendency of the brigade under 
— as in most militia organizations, is to spread the 
drill out too thin. They take in the whole drill book at a 
lesson, and then are bardly satisfied. And so drill becomes 
instruction and thereby loses all chance of becoming perfect. 
“At least one solid hour should be devoted to ‘carry arms’ 
and ‘order arms,’ if perfection in that part of the manual 
be desired. 

“ And so with company and battalion drill. Every move- 
ment should be repeated until thorougiily understood. The 
drili of the regiments of the lst Brigade is by no means per- 
fect, but it is creditable and promises well.” 

Speaking generally, the report says guard duty was well 
performed in the brigade. “Still there was an apparent 
want of interest in it on the part of the sentinels, which 
ought to be overcome. A sentinel should feel and look asif 
he owned everything within sight,and was in danger of 
losing some of it, in other words he should not only be, 
but look alert. Merely walking his post and watching tor 
opportunities to salute officers is not doing bis duty. He is 
io charge of all public property in view, as well as being re- 
quired to salute officers, and be should at least look as if he 
were attending to both duties. 

“Tbe intantry is well armed and, with some exceptions, 
for which the >> ure not responsible, well equipped, 
and might be put in line of battle any day.” 

The report speaks bighly of the personnel of the artillery 
of the brigade. “Its general appearance was good, but 
eloser inspection disclosed many defects for which neither 
the officers or men are in avy way responsible. They drilied 
well. The cavairy sustained its excellent reputation in drill, 
discipline and military appeurance.”

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Recent despatches from Valparaiso indicate that 
a severe battle will be fought near there, the insur- 
gept army—about 8,000 men—baving effected a land- 
ing at Quintero Bay, about twenty miles north of 
Valparaiso. 

A NEW steel cuirass, covering the breast only, will 
shortly be introduced into the Austrian Army. It 
is to be impenetrable to the bullets of any rifle yet 
invented. it can be folded up and packed in an or- 
dinary knapsack. The armies of the Triple Alhance 
will be supplied with it. 

ACTIVE preparations are being made for the 
French manceuvres. The chief operations, under 
the direction of Gen. Saussier, will offer the maxi- 
mum of interest after Sept. 3, when the 7th Corps 
will be assembled in the neigh hood of Chau- 
mont, and the 8th between Chatillon-sur-Seine and 
Montigpny-sur-Aube. Tbe operations of the 16th 
Corps, in which about 25,000 men will take part, and 
which will include regimental brigade, and corps 
matceuvres, willtake place between Sept. 1 and 5, 
in the neighborhood of Saint Paul-Cap-de-Joux, 
Graulbet, and Cauese. The operations of the 18th 
Corps in the Basse Pyrenees assume France and 
Germany being at war, an invasion of Spanish 
forces by the lower Bidassoa, Ainboe, and the Al- 
dudes, a body of 10,000 men marching on Saint- 
Jean- Pied-de-Port, and sending an advance brigade 
io the direction of Saint-Palais Sauveterre. Upon 
this France mobilizes two corps in the vicinity of 
Dax aod a third at Ortbez, but meanwhile a mixed 
brigade, bastily formed, is despatcbed to Orthez by 
rail, with the object of meeting the Spanish brigade 
near Saint-Jean and stopping its march until the 


arrival of the reinforcements. After the second 
stage of the mancuvres, Gen. Davout has been di- 
rected to conduct an offensive march of the 7th and 
8th Corpe, throwing back the 5th and 6th Corps 
upon the Aube." An enemy, represented by the 
Saint Mibiel Infantry Division, a body of Marines 
under Gen. Bichot, and the 3d Cavalry Division, 
will then draw the four corps to the north of Vitry- 
le- Francois for the operations of the two armies, 
under the supreme command of Gen. Saussier. In 
the Alps the 15th Corps will manoeuvre from Sept. 
ll to at two marches from the Italian frontier to 
the north of Nice and Mentone, and after executing 
brigade and corps operations will be reviewed by 
Gen. Mathelin on Sept. 19.
